Last year, a-woman wrote to 
my Bangor office, asking for help 
in tracking down an award she had 
purchased through the mails, The 
awand was called the “Distinguish- 
supposedly been presented posthu- 
mously to her husband, by an. out- 
fit. calling itself the “Bureau of 
Deceased, Americans.” 

Upon receiving a letter from the 
“Bureau”, the woman sent. $30.80 
to the bureau to purchase a copy 
of fhe award, Although her check 
wag. cashed, no award Was peceiv- 
ax : : 


“This womian was the unfortunate 
victim of mail fraud, which is 
ramplant in. ¢his country and ‘which, 
most unfortunately, generally tar- 
gets unsuspecting senior citizens. 

The Select Committee on Aging 
in the House of Representutives 
held 1a series. of hearings on mail 
fraud, which revealed ithat the el- 
derly ware being iniorelasing victim- 
izd by mail order promotens who 
attempt to sell land, phony :busi- 
ness opportunities, and medica- 
tion, that claims to :cure cancer, 
anthnitis and other alilments, The 
heamrings. revealed that senior citi- 
zens ‘have lost Jitenally millions of 
dollars to: these fraudulent mail 
order schemes. Once the money is 
sent, it is extremely. difficult, and 
sometimes impossible, to track the 
persons behind the scheme, and 
either bring them. to justice or re- 
cover the money, 

The Senate recently passed a 
pill to strengthen the authority of 
the U. S. Postial Service to crack 
down on mail fraud. The Postal 
Service, which through its Inspec- 
tion Service has done. an excellent 
job in stopping mail fraud, cur- 
rently Jacks subpoena power, 
which seriously hampers the Pos- 
tal Service’s. ‘ability to investigate 
such cases. :

This. means the Town did not have 
to ‘hire 1a machine from a contrac- 
tor, assuming that one could be 
found that ‘charges the same rate 
($20 per hour) as the Town charg- 
es itself. (Avenage national rental 
nate is. $51 per hour without opera- 
tor and attachments.) 

At the May 17 Board meeting, 
the Selectmen reviewed the find- 
ings: of fact, 1adopted a set of 
motor ‘grader specifications, and 
authorized the mailing of requests 
for proposals to regional establish- 
ments...Proposals were requested 
on new and used machines that 
most nearly met the specifications, 
lease-punchase options ‘and offers 
or plaris that the specific bidder 
might suggest within the spirit of 
the specifications. In addition, an 
estimate of $32,000 iwas obtained 
on the cost that could be incurred 
if it were decided to completely 
recondition ithe present grader.
